and military officers Inspected the 
planes. 


Lieut. Lowell H. Smith, the com* 


mander of the flight, and his five com- , 
rades had an uneventful trip from 
Aleppo, which they left at 9 o'clock 
Thursday morning. Aerial conditions 
were not of the beat bat this proved no 
handicap. The filers nay the country 
looked refreshingly green after the 
monotonous aspect of the Persian and 
Mesopotamia^ deserts. 


Although the engines, have been 
working splendidly they will be re- 
placed with new ones at Brough, on " 
the northern tip of Scotland, where < 
pontoons will be substituted for the/ 
wheeled landing gear preparatory to* 
the passage of the Atlantic. Their- 
route for this part of the trip lies over 
the Orkney and Faroe Island, Iceland, 
Greenland and thence to Labrador. 
The aviators do not expect it to be 
as arduous as the hop over the PaeCfto 
during which they -encountered'- a 
series of blizzards.

The American aviators have thus 


far made their flight in the same 
planes in which they left the- United 
States, making only two changes in 
motors and one forced landing. 6ne 
wing of one of the planes was re- 
paired after a native craft Tan into 
the machine as it was anchored at 
Rangoon. 
Lieutenant, Lowell H. Smith, com- 
mander of the expedition, who "has 
pluckily stuck to his job d*spft«gan 
attack of dysentary in India and' a 
broken rib from a street accident in 
Calcutta, now is in good condition. 
The fliers left Karachi. India. July 


7 after having spent two days there to 
change the motors on all the planes. 
They arrived at Bender Abbas, Persia

Persia, arrived 
at Bagdad, Mesopotamia, on Tuesday. 
The jump to Bagdad was more than 
900 miles,and took nearly eleven fly- 
ing hours, which was a record for a 
single day of the flight.

Talking Honey 


G. L. FURGURSON

Green apples and ripe one*. What's 


the difference? 
There !• the same difference be- 


tween ripe honey and unripe honey 
as there Is between a ripe apple and 
a green one. 


When honey Is first gathered from 
the flowers it is almost as thin as 
water. The bees store It In the combs 
and fan it with their wings at night 
until more than half the water is 
evaporated. 
The ripening process 


takes more than a week. 
When it 
has finally become thick and thor- 
oughly ripened, the bee* "cap* It, or 
seal it over with an airtight capping 
of pure beeswax. 
It Is then really 


finished and at its best. 
In an effort to rush the work, many 


beekeepers extract their crop before 
the bees have completely ripened and 
capped the combs. 
The result ia 
"green" honey, neither as rich nor 
thick nor as eatable as honey that is 
left In the hive until the bees have 
finished it. 
Such honey will often 
ferment In the can«, and never has 
the finest flavor. 


Beekeepers who aim to produce a 


fancy article of honey never extract 
it from the combs until the bees have 
almost completely capped or "sealed" 
the contents. Honey so ripened will 
never ferment, or spoil. 
Though it 
will granulate or candy In cold weath- 
er, it will ke*p for years, and be as 
good as when It was first extracted, if 
it has been placed In Jars or cans 
and stored In dry places.

son of a vaccine for tuberculosis with 
which he and his collaborators have 
been experimenting for some years. 


Following the modest doctor's own 


injunctions, and not desirine to raise 
any false 'hopes among the world's 
suffering masses, they are all ouoli- 
fying what they say and write about 
the Calmette vaccine with a verv big 
"if."Calmette, vice director of the Pas- 
teur Institute here. 
has communi- 


cated the results of his experiments 
to the conservative Academy of Med- 
icine, where his modest remarks have 
been received with unusual applause. 


Briefly. Calmette has -worked out a 
living culture of tubercular bacilli, so 
attenuated by laboratory 
processes, 
that it will not give any animal tuber- 
culosis. 
On the other hand, his ex- 
periments lead him to believe that if 
It is administered to a young animal, 
up to now immune from tuberculoses, 
the vaccine will confer upon it com- 


plete immunity.

The letter weighed fourteen ounces 


and the postage necessary to send it 
by air mail to San Francisco and then 
by boat to New Zealand and Australia 
•was $4.07. Mr. LonKdon said that he

CHICAGO, July 11.— Parents of 


Nathan Leopold, Jr.. and 
Richard 


Loeb admit their sons are guilty of 
kidnaping and murdering little Robert 
Franks and attorneys for the defense 
announced today the parents would 
not seek acquittal for the murderers 
on that count 
"What they hope to 
accomplish through the employment 
of high priced attorneys and alienists 
is to save their sons from Ignominious 
cleath on the gallows. 
It is hoped the experts will con- 


vince the jury that the murderers are, 
or were, when they committed the at- 
rocious crime, afflicted with paranoiac 
dementia praecox, katatonlc dementia 
praecox, hebephranic dementia prae- 
cox or dementia praecov simplex. Ev- 
en a verdict of moral imbecility will 
do, so long as the murderers are per- 
mitted to live. 
Through their attorneys, the par- 
ents issued another statement today, 
denying they were expending millions 
for the defense. They are thoroughly 
convinced their sons are guilty of the 
crime and desire them punished, pre- 
ferably by brief incarceration in some 
institution. To this end all the efforts 
of the attorneys and experts will be 
dex-oted to proving the murderers 
were insane when they committed the 
crime. It is believed the defense Is 
hastening the reports of allenlsst so 
that th murderers can be t*k*n before 
a commission to determine their san- 
itv and thus dodge trial for murder. 


"The 
murder trial is set for August 


4. but Clarence Darrow, chief of coun- 
sel for the defense said today he would 
probably mo^ e for a continuance for a 
few weeks in which to get all his evi- 
denc° in shape. Preliminary motions 
r.-ll be heard July 21, at which time 
it is thought the defense will ask for 
an immunity hearing and thus avert 
trial for murder.

FORTY-SECOND ARTICLE 


Inheritance Taxes. 


The age-old estate or inheritance 


tax, which has been in use in various 
parts of the world off and on for the 
last twenty 
centuries has 
recenrly 


come very much into 
vogue in 
the 


United States- 
All but 
two 
States, 


Alabama and Florida, now have in- 
heritance taxes. Thus we have along 
with the 
Federal government estate 


tax, 
46 
different inheritance tax'es. 


With certain exemptions these 47 dif- 
ferent tax laws apply to all forms of 
property left by a decedent both real 
and personal. 
The Federal government's so-called 


inheritance tax is an estate tax. 
It 


levies, 
after specified 
exemptions, a 


graduated tax on the entire estate of 
a decedent regardless of who gets it 
or how it is divided- In the 46 Stated 
that levy death duties, or Inheritance 
taxes, the tax is against the person re- 
ceiving property 
from 
a decedent. 


Thus it is a tax on the right to receive 
property. In Rhode Island it also is 
a tax on the right to transfer, as well 
as to receive property. The amount of 
the 
tax 
varies 
wjdely in 
different 


States. 
It is based on the degree of 


relationship between the decedent and 
the person receiving the property and 
on the 
value of the 
property 
thus 


transferred. 
Thus the tax may run 


from nothing or as low as 1 per cent- 
to as high as 40 per cent., according 
to the State assessing the tax. the de- 
gree of relationship and the amount 
of the property. 
Scarcely any two 


States are alike in these requirements 
Kansas grants exemption to widows of 
$75.000 but Pennsylvania gives no ex- 
emption to widows, minors or any one 
else. 
That is just one of many differences 


among the 26 States having such a 
tax- 
Everyone who expects to leave 


even a little property to wife, children 
or other dependents, or charity or ed- 
ucational institutions ought to look in- 
to the matter 
of inheritance taxes. 


Some of these taxes overlap. A little 
care, however, can prevent multiple 
taxation and loss to beneficiaries. 


Investment houses, banks and trust 


companies give free and dependable 
information and advice on how inheri- 
tance taxes affect the estate of any 
particular individual. It is a wise 
precaution to consult some such au- 
thority before making a will.

FORM IMPORTANT CHAPTER

XEW YORK. July 12—When the 


inside history of the record-breaking 
Democratic 
national 
convention of 


1924 
comes to be written the part 


played behind the scenes in the flnal 
deliberations by 
former 
Governor 


James M. Cox, will form perhaps the 
most interesting and important chap- 
ter.Governor Cox arrived in New York 
at the psychological moment and in 
his suite of rooms on the twelfth floor 
of the Waldorf were held a series of 
conferences which concentrated the 
thought of the distraught leaders on 
the one man the candidate of 1920 
considered as the outstanding figure 
in the Democracy today. 
Governor 


Cox arrived af the beginning of the 
third week of the convention when 
affairs seemed all but hopeless for 
the party of which he regarded him- 
self as the titular head until a new 
standard bearer could be named. 


The so-colled leaders in the con- 


vention were pulling first one way 
and then 
the other. 
Every 
move 


bade by one of them was suspected 
by the others. 
Every suggestion of 


a possible course of action was re- 
garded with suspicion. It was fear- 
ed there was 
some selfish 
motive 


back of it. 
Then, too. each leader 


had a favorite dark horse of his own 
and felt that if there was to be an 
ebony equine chosen his man should 
unquestionably be the selection." 


When Governor Cox arrived there 


were signs that both Mr. McAdoo and 
Governor Smith \vere becoming- con- 
vinced at last that neither'of them 
had a possible chance for the nomi- 
nation. 
There also were signs that 


when the two 
leaders 
auit there 


would be another 
deadlock among 


the warring factions. 


Having withdrawn from the race 


himself, having only the good of the 
party in mind, 
Governor Cox con- 


sented to come to New York. He had 
received scores of telegrams while he 
was in Ohio urging him to lenfl his 
assistance to the drifting Democracy. 
After his arrival here he received lit- 
erally thousands of additional mes- 
sages. 
Happily Governor Cox found 


himself in a position to "talk tur- 
key" to all the leaders. 
He knew 


them all. had been associated with 
them in campaign and 
conference, 


he had no axes to grind, no selfish 
inter«jr;ts to serve. 
Governor Cox did not hesitate to 


talk with George Brennan. of Illinois; 
with Joe 
Guffey. of 
Pennsylvania: 


Tom Taggart of Indiana: Norman 
Mack of New York; with the war- 
ring elements in his own home state 
delegation 
of 
Ohio. 
Governor Cox 


knew the convention was looking to 
some sign from this group.

But neither Taggart. nor Brennan. 


nor Guffey apparently had been able 
to deliver th.eir delegates to anybody.

according to the story generally in 
circulation today, that if "the others"

Underwood and 


John W. Davis finally made up the 
field as the 
conferences proceeded. 


Governor Cox let it be known that 
he thought Mr- Davis the most avail- 
able man of the trio, the strongest 
campaigner and most likely to catch 
the "imagination of the people. Sena- 
tor Carter Glass had many friends in 
the conference. It was with great re- 
luctance that 
these 
friends finally 


turned away from him, but there was 
general agreement in the end that 
Mr. Davis would be easiest to name. 


This decision was reached alonx 


about 5 a. m. last Tuesday. 
Then 


came the waiting- for the inevitable 
release of delegates by Mr. McAdoo. 
The conferees had made no effort to 
influence the Californian one way or 
the other.
